Toler said he believes installation 
of the meters will provide sufficient 
parking space for anyone who wish­ 
es to park, and that traffic officers 
will be given instructions to put 
tags on all cars that violate the 
double parking ordinance.

Alienatio n o f Affectio ns 


“Six y ears ago I gave up my job, left 
my home and volunteered to fight for my 
country and my flag,” a veteran of the re* 
cent war said on Hamlin streets this week. 
“ But I wo uldn’t do it again,” he contin­ 
ued. “I do n’t feel as much love for my 
country now as I felt then, and I doubt if 
it is really worth fighting for.” 
A by stander, struck by the seeming bit­ 
terness of the y oung man. q uestioned him. 
His explanation was that since his return 
from service he has found so much regi­ 
mentation that personal freedom and indi­ 
vidual liberty both are only words that 
evoke almost forgotten memories. 
Then he related how after being drained 
of money to pay withohlding taxes, and to 
pay so-called social security taxes, the in­ 
ternal revenue agents last y ear had sent 
him an affidavit form on which his six- 
vear- old daughter was supposed to swear 
that he had supported her during the pre­ 
vious y ear. The letter said this would be 
necessary if he continued to claim her for 
a dependent. Also his wife was asked to 
sign a similar affidavit. 
The veteran said 
he 
believed taxes 
could be cut materially if the bureau of in­ 
ternal revenue would cut out so much de­ 
tail work, such as sending out insulting 
forms. Then, he continued, there wouldn’t 
be so much need for funds with which to 
keep that bunch of bureaucrats in office. 
Despite the justness of the veteran’s ac­ 
cusations. America is still the best country 
on earth. However, it will take only a few* 
additional inroads into our personal liber­ 
ties to make our nation over in the like­ 
ness of Soviet Russia. There was a time, 
not far in the past, when federal office 
holders were considered servants of the
